This investigation is based on information 
which indicates the subject is engaged in activities which 
could involve violations of Title 18, U. S. Code 2383 
(Rebellion or Insurrection), 2384 (Seditious Conspiracy), 
2385 (Advocating Overthrow of the Government), 2387 
(Sedition) and 793 (Espionage).

and has done draft and military counseling in the greater 
Dayton, Ohio area, particularly at the University of 
Dayton and Wright State University, for several years. 


VIETNAM VETERANS AGAINST THE WAR/ 
WINTER SOLDIER ORGANIZATION (W AW/ WSO 


The WAH was formed in 1967 as an 
organization of Vietnam veterans to protest 
American involvement in the war in Southeast 
Asia. Since that time WAW leaders have told 
members of the WAW is a revolutionary group, not 
"just another group of war veterans." Also, the 
membership has been told the WAW has been asked 
to cooperate on an international level with many 
organizations, including communist and Maoist groups. 
Additionally, it was indicated ^that "anti-imperialist 
groups" consider the WAW a potent organization of 
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•> 


similar stature in the U. S. In April, 1973, 
the group changed their name to WAW/WSO so 
that non-veterans could become members. Current / 
WAW/WSO national officers are Marxist-Leninist / 
oriented and strive to educate their membership 
in Marxist-Leninist doctrine.

Agent ROBERT M. JUDAY that the subject, JOHN PATRICK 
JUDGE, student number 45927, had attended the University of 
Dayton from 1965 to 1969, graduating April 27, ,1969, 
receiving a Bachelor of Arts Degree. He was bom 
December 14, 1947, and attended the Bishop D. J. 

O'Connell High School. Arlington, Virginia, graduating in 1965. 
His permanent home address was 1603 Pinecastle Road. 

Falls Church, Virginia, as of 1965. Die record also 
indicated that he had attended American University in 
Washington, D. C. for the summer of 1967 taking advanced 
French.

the subject resides at 341% Wyoming, Dayton, Ohio, and 
has been receiving utility service there Bince June, 

1972. It was indicated he was single and employed as a 
Counselor at the University of Dayton. He listed his 
telephone number as 228-5412 and that he had never 
previously used Dayton Power and Light utility service 
but had previously resided at 212 K Street, Dayton, Ohio.
